Rooting Out Identity Theft 

Topping the list of concerns for the Internal Revenue Service is the lack 
of timely access to third-party information it needs to verify returns and root 
out fraud. Taxpayers can start filing their returns in mid- January, while em- 
ployers and financial institutions don’t have to submit withholding and income 
documents for taxpayers to the IRS until the end of March. That means the IRS 
often issues refunds long before it can confirm what’s listed on returns. Three

Report: Agency may 
have refunded $5B 
to identity thieves 

Washington 

The Internal Revenue Service may 
have delivered more than $5 billion 
in refund checks to identity thieves 
who filed fraudulent tax returns for 
2011, Treasury Department inves- 
tigators said Thursday. They esti- 
mate that $21 billion could make 
its way to identity thieves’ pockets 
over the next five years. 

The IRS is detecting far fewer 
fraudulent tax refund claims than 
actually occur, according to a gov- 
ernment audit that warned the 
widespread problem could under- 
mine public trust in the U.S. tax 
system. Although the IRS detected 
about 940,000 fraudulent returns 
for last year claiming $6.5 billion 


in refunds, there were potentially 

I. 5 million undetected cases of 
thieves seeking refunds after 
assuming the identity of a dead per- 
son, child or someone else who nor- 
mally wouldn’t file a return. 

“We found multiple reasons 
for the IRS’s inability to detect 
billions of dollars in fraud,” said 

J. Russell George, the Treasury 
Department’s inspector general 
for tax administration, in a state- 
ment. “At a time when every dollar 


counts, these results are extreme- 
ly troubling.” 

IRS officials said the growth of 
identity theft-related fraud is one 
of its biggest challenges. Already 
this year, the agency has stopped 
almost $12 billion in confirmed 
fraud, it says. 

“If the IRS determines a refund 
has been issued improperly, we 
will attempt to recoup the funds,” 
said IRS spokeswoman Michelle 
Eldridge. josh lederman (ap)

Frustrated by Syria’s escalating 
civil war, Kofi Annan announced 
Thursday that he will quit his high- 
profile role as special envoy to the 
country at the end of the month, 
giving reasons that amounted to 
scathing criticism of world powers’ 
failure to unite to stop the chaos 
in the Arab state. He also asserted 
that Syrian President Bashar Assad 
must leave office for the good of 
his country. 

Annan told reporters that when 
he accepted the job, “which some 
called ‘Mission Impossible,”’ he 
wanted to help the international 
community, led by the U.N. Security 
Council, find a peaceful solution to 
the crisis. The goal was to stop the 
killings of civilians and human- 


rights abuses, as well as to place 
Syria on a path toward political 
transition. 

But the former U.N. secretary- 
general told reporters that he 
can’t go on when the 15-nation 
Security Council doesn’t fully 
back him, particularly because 
of the stalemate between its five 
veto-wielding members: Russia 
and China on one side; the United 
States, Britain and France on the 
other. 

In an op-ed column published by 


the Financial Times on Thursday, 
he urged several countries to look 
beyond their national interests 
and rivalries to solve the Syrian 
crisis. “For Russia, China and 
Iran this means they must take 
concerted efforts to persuade 
Syria’s leadership to change course 
and embrace a political transition, 
realizing the current government 
has lost all legitimacy,” Annan 
wrote.

A Pick-Me-Up 

I've been mooching rides for, well, my entire life. 

And I think I'm pretty good at it. But no matter how 
solid a reputation I've earned by chipping in with gas 
money, picking up the tab for snacks and offering 
scintillating conversation, I'm not going anywhere 
if I don't know anyone headed my way. 


That’s where Zimride comes in. 
The ride-sharing website, which 
added routes along the East Coast 
this week, is basically the modern- 
day version of that college bulle- 
tin board where students used to 
look for weekend travel partners. 
In fact, Zimride launched in 2007 
as a college-only service — you 
needed the right .edu address to 
post trips or fill a seat. A year ago, 
Zimride graduated to using Face- 
book to let anyone pair up. 

The concept’s gone gangbusters 
in California, where thousands of 
folks have packed into cars whiz- 
zing between L.A. and San Fran- 
cisco. The company hopes to have 
similar luck between Washington 
and New York. 

Given the number of low-cost 
buses — many with Wi-Fi — that 
travel up and down 1-95, Tm not so

sure people will be up for getting 
into the back of a stranger’s sedan. 
But John Zimmer, co-founder and 
COO, assures me that’s just because 
I haven’t experienced a Zimride. 
“This is on par or cheaper than 
any alternative, and it’s more pleas- 
ant,” says Zimmer, who’s used the 
service and made pals and learned 
travel tips along the way. 

And Zimmer often gets door- 


to-door service. That flexibility 
might be Zimride’s greatest sell- 
ing point: Routes can conceiv- 
ably start and stop anywhere, at 
any time. You might live in an area 
that’s not near public transporta- 
tion and want to go 
somewhere just as 
difficult to get to, but 
if the right person 
with wheels is mak- 
ing the same trip, 
you’re golden. 

Still, you want 
to make sure you’ll 
be comfortable in 
an enclosed space with a strang- 
er for hours, which is why Zim- 
ride emphasizes the importance 
of its online profiles. “Maybe you 
only want to ride with females or 
want to have a mutual friend on 
Facebook,” Zimmer says. “Find 
out what music they like — R&B 
or classic rock.” 

For now, Zimride doesn’t charge 
for the service. It suggests a rate 
for a route — D.C. to N.Y. is $25 — 
but drivers are allowed to adjust it, 
and they get to pocket everything. 
In the future, riders will have to 
pay Zimride an additional trans- 
action fee. 

It’s definitely a different way 
to look at carpooling, and Zim- 
mer has other plans to shake up 
transportation, namely Lyft, a ser- 
vice being tested in San Francisco 
that offers local rides for 80 per- 
cent the cost of a cab. 

Lyft performs criminal back- 
ground checks and in-person inter- 
views with drivers to vet who’s 
behind the wheel.

And riders can give feedback 
about drivers, so anyone who isn’t 
providing comfortable trips gets 
dumped from the system. 

Sounds like it’d be a hit in D.C., 
right? Zimmer promises Lyft will 
find its way here eventually, but 
he doesn’t have a timetable or a 
plan for how to get around the 
legal challenges. (He’s waiting 
for Uber, the luxury car service 
app that’s been tussling with the 
D.C. Taxicab Commission, to sort 
those out first.) 

In the meantime. I’ll just keep 
mooching rides off people I know.

NTSB, FAA Probe Airport Mishap 



Agencies to conduct 
independent reviews 
of near 3-jet collision 

Washington 

Two federal agencies announced 
Thursday that they were inves- 
tigating the incident at Reagan 
National Airport in which com- 
muter jets headed in opposite 
directions closed within 1.4 miles 
of each other at a combined speed 
of 436 miles an hour. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board and the Federal Avi- 
ation Administration said they 
would conduct independent reviews 
of the event, which took place Tues- 
day afternoon after a lapse in com- 
munication led to the launch of 
two commuter planes from the 
runway at the same time another 
plane was approaching from the 
other direction. 

U.S. Transportation secretary 
Ray LaHood praised the controller 
who, recognizing that the planes 
were closing on each other at high 
speed, ordered one pilot to abort 


his approach to National and turn 
south. The three planes, all oper- 
ated by US Airways, carried 192 
passengers and crew members, 
the airline said. 

“We will get to the bottom of 
this and we will take appropriate 
action to make sure miscommu- 
nication never happens again,” 
LaHood said a news conference 
called to address the issue. 


“We need to interview these 
individuals to be sure before we 
say something definitive.” 

He and acting FAA adminis- 
trator Michael R Huerta said the 
planes would not have collided 
head on. “At no point were they on 
a head-to-head collision course,” 
LaHood said. 

But LaHood twice declined to 
say what might have happened 


Backstory 

The incident was among several 

thousand recorded errors by air traf- 
fic controllers nationwide in recent 
years. National has been the site of 
some of the most notable incidents, 
including one revealed last year in 
which the lone controller supervi- 
sor on duty was asleep and didn’t 
respond when regional controllers 
sought to hand off planes to Nation- 
al for the final approach. The FAA 
suspended or fired several control- 
lers for sleeping on the job last year, 
and the controversy contributed to 
the ouster of the head of the FAA’s 
air traffic control organization.

people who will debate,” Pistorius said. 
“One of the reasons for doing the tests 
was proving that I’m in a sport and have 
the ability to run due to my own talent 
and hard work and sacrifices, and that 
was important for me.” 

For all the good feeling his effort will 
engender, even a bronze medal in the 
400 is the longest of shots. Despite his 
stated goal of reaching the semifinal, 
more than 20 men have run faster this 
year than Pistorius’ best-ever time. 

But a medal for South Africa’s 4x400 
relay team could be within reach. Even 
more likely, perhaps, would be a medal 
at the 2016 Games. “I should be at my 
peak then. ... I think we will have a lot 
of fun.” (AP)

Just 14, Gabby Douglas pleaded 
with her mother to let her leave 
her Virginia Beach home and move 
cross-country, certain a new coach 
could help her get to the Olympics. 
It did more than that. It made her 
an Olympic champion. 

Not two years after setting out 
on her own, Douglas beat Russia’s 
Viktoria Komova for the all-around 
title Thursday night, becoming the 
third-straight American to win 
gymnastics’ biggest prize and the 
first African-American. It was her 
second gold medal of the London 
Games, coming two nights after 
she and her “Fierce Five” team- 
mates won the gold.

Raisman and Russian Aliya 
Mustafina finished with the same 
score of 59.566, but Mustafina was 
awarded the bronze because the to- 
tal of her three highest scores were 
more than half a point better than 
Raisman’s.

Coach Liang Chow told Douglas 
the gold was hers after her electric 
floor routine, but she had to wait 
another five minutes until it was 
official because Komova, runner- 
up at last year’s world champion- 
ships, was still to come. 

Komova’s floor routine was 
impressive. But when the final 
standings flashed, Komova dropped 
her head and hurried to the side- 
lines, tears falling. 

Douglas, meanwhile, couldn’t 
keep the grin off her face. Up in the 
stands, her mother, Natalie Hawk- 
ins, embraced her other three chil- 
dren and then shared a long hug 
with Missy Parton, whose family 
took Douglas in after she moved to 
West Des Moines, Iowa, and now 
counts her as one of their own. 

“She inspires me,” Hawkins said. 
“To keep it together in that moment 
when it meant so much says a lot

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Phelps Gets the Best of Lochte 


Veteran wins gold in 
200 IM; Clary and 
Soni add to U.S. haul 


Swimming 

Michael Phelps added to his medal 
collection with his first individu- 
al gold of the London Games, and 
handed Ryan Lochte a double dis- 
appointment on his rival’s final 
night in the pool. 

Phelps set the tone right from 
the start Thursday to become the 
first male swimmer to win the 
same individual event at three- 
straight Olympics, capturing the 
200 -meter individual medley for 



his 20th career medal — and l6th 
gold. He touched in 1 minute, 54.27 
seconds, just off his winning time 
in Beijing, but still good enough 
for gold. 


Lochte — who earlier faded 
to bronze in the 200 backstroke 
behind fellow American Tyler Clary 
— settled for silver and Hungary’s 
Laszlo Cseh took the bronze. 


So a farewell Games that start- 
ed as a bit of a disappointment for 
Phelps is looking up. He’s now won 
two golds and two silvers in five 
races — not up to his standards 


when he went 8-for-8 in China four 
years ago, but a fitting capper to a 
brilliant career that still has two 
more events to go. 

Rebecca Soni made quite a 
splash, too. Tearing through the 
water in her favorite pink suit, Soni 
set her second world record in as 
many days to defend her Olympic 
title in the 200 breaststroke. She 
finished in 2:19.59, breaking her 
own mark of 2:20.00 set in the 
semifinals. 

Soni broke into a big smile 
when she saw the time, racing 
the clock more than she was any- 
one in the water. Japan’s Satomi 
Suzuki took silver, more than a 
second behind at 2:20.72, while 
Russia’s Yulia Efimova claimed 
bronze in 2:20.92. “I’m so happy,” 
Soni said. “I can’t believe I did it.”

Najar Seizes the Moment 
For Honduras in Games 


Soccer 

D.C. United winger Andy Najar 
is seizing his opportunity on the 
world stage. The 19-year-old has 
played a major role in getting Hon- 
duras’ Olympic soccer team out of 
its group and into the quarterfinals, 
where a date with gold-medal favor- 
ite Brazil awaits on Saturday. 

Assuming he starts, which he 
has done in all three of Honduras’ 
matches, Najar will go head-to- 
head with Real Madrid and Bra- 
zil left back Marcelo, widely con- 
sidered to be among the world’s 
best at his position. With rumors 
of interest in Najar from English 
Premier League clubs Arsenal and 
Tottenham — with whom he had a 
training stint during the offseason 
— a top-notch showing against the 
Brazilians could boost his chances 
for a European transfer. 

“He’s flying. It’s a great oppor- 
tunity for him and he knows that,” 
said D.C. midfielder Marcelo Sarago- 
sa, Najar’s road roommate. “I tried 
to pass my experience to him. ... I 
told him, ‘Hey Andy, don’t lose the 
opportunity. Sometimes in life you

only have one opportunity, so go 
there and take care of business.’” 

The top moment so far for Najar, 
one of four MLS players on Hondu- 
ras’ team, came when he sparked 
the play that led to Honduras’ goal 
in a 1-0 upset of Spain. 

“For Andy, it’s about being on 
that big stage and trying to keep 
the emotions in check and still 
play his game,” said United player- 
coach Josh Wolff, a 2000 U.S. Olym- 
pian. “If you can get things roll- 
ing in the right direction, you can 
find yourself in the medal stages.”

Eric Sonnenberg, 34, has never really 
lived alone. 

For the past 10 years, he’s has shared a 
five-bedroom group house in Mt. Vernon 
Square with friends and strangers. 

Sonnenberg chose it over a studio 
apartment because of “the social aspect,” 
he says. “I was afraid I’d end up being a 
hermit in an apartment by myself.” 

Sonnenberg isn’t alone in his desire for 
togetherness.

— typically large rowhouses where people 
share rent, utilities and living and dining 
areas — but D.C. is famous for them.

shortage. Or maybe it’s because we 
ran out of things to be famous for. 
But group houses proliferate in the 
District, sheltering entry-levelers, 
artists and students alike. 

Why do so many D.C.-area 
renters trade privacy and cleanliness 
for cheaper rent and a sense of 
community? 

Like Sonnenberg, many are 
looking for a community.

“Probably for a lot of people it’s 
a good substitute for family,” says 
Lauren Konopacz, 25, another 
roommate at the Mt. Vernon Square 
house. 

Many D.C. group houses have 
rich histories and personalities of 
their own, with cute or terrifying 
names such as Jam Jar, Rocket Ship, 
House of Payne or Thug Mansion. 
There are even nudist group houses 
advertised on Craigslist and a fabled 
“polyamorous” house in Petworth, 
according to Daniela Aramayo. 
Aramayo lives at the Lamont Street 
Collective, a group house in Mt. 
Pleasant where housemates have 
shared a culture of art and social 
activism since 1975. 

Of course, money is a factor, too. 
D.C. is expensive, and group houses 
are an affordable way to live here. 


says Debbie Kaplan, chief operating 
officer at Urban Igloo, an apartment 
finding service. 

“You can live in a really nice 
place if you’re willing to share a 
place with lots of people,” Konopacz 
says of the trendy ML Vernon Square 
area where she lives. 

A room in her five-person house 
ranges from $800 to $1,000 a 
month. That’s hundreds of dollars 
less than a studio in the area. 

More Than Cheap Rent 

Cheaper rent shouldn’t be your sole 
reason for shacking up with four or 
five housemates, veterans say. 

People who thrive in group 
houses are those who embrace 
shared living — from shared grocery 
bills and “family dinners” to epic 


house parties, says Seth Campbell, 
38, an artist, musician and dog 
walker who has lived at the Lamont 
Street Collective for 10 years. 

Be prepared for the downsides: 
lack of privacy, roommate tensions, 
noise and the inevitable messes. 

“You have to accept a certain 
amount of chaos,” Campbell says. 

“We found a burrito in a closet 
one time,” says Jacob Moschler, 
who lived in the Mt. Vernon group 
house for six years. “It had been 
there a while.” 

Endangered Species? 

Unfortunately, that $500 room 
in Columbia Heights is growing 
increasingly hard to come by. 

“People are not buying in general 
right now, so there’s more renting 


going on, which makes them 
scarcer,” Kaplan says. 

Rent prices are up all over 
the city, and group houses are no 
exception. Even in up-and-coming 
areas, rooms that once rented for 
$500 a month are approaching $700 
to $900, according to Craigslist 
postings. 

And some houses that had been 
rented out to groups for years are 
being sold off to single families. 

“The collectively run group 
house is kind of an endangered 
species,” says Ken Srdjak, 26, of the 
Lamont Street Collective. 

As the number of houses 
decreases, competition for the 
rooms in them heats up. The Mt. 
Vernon housemates receive 75 to 100 
responses every time they advertise 
an open room on Craigslist. 

“We end up having to ignore a 
lot of people who are perfectly nice,” 
Sonnenberg says. 

But with new buildings coming 
on the market, the competition 
should lighten up. “Come next year, 
it will probably be better for renters,” 
Kaplan says. 

Renters hope D.C. never loses 
its group house culture. 

As Lamont Street’s Hillary 
Lazar says, “I can’t imagine living 
in D.C. and not being part of this

Housemates at the Lamont Street 
Collective, an arts and activism- 
focused group house in Mt. Pleas- 
ant, are fighting a legal battle over 
the house itself 

A decade ago, when the owner 
passed away, the house went into a 
trust and was put up for sale. 

The tenants, who have a legal 
right to match any bid, began work- 
ing to purchase the house but did 
not make an immediate offer, and 
a bid was accepted from a pair of 
buyers. 

The sale was contested by the 
owner’s son, Roger Morrison, who 
wants to purchase the house on the 
collective’s behalf 

In 2011, a court ruled that the 
house could be sold to the first buy- 
ers. Their lawyer declined to com- 
ment for this story. 

Housemate Hillary Lazar says 
Mt. Pleasant residents and a non- 
profit are trying to turn the house 
into a community land trust that 
would be collectively owned by the 
neighborhood and rented out. 

“It would be a tragedy to see 
yet another intentional commu- 
nity, another group house, disap- 
pear,” Lazar says, jessica bylander

Film Review 

Please erase from your minds the 
first “Total Recall,” that campy, 
1990 Paul Verhoeven blockbuster in 
which Arnold Schwarzenegger pays 
a company to implant Mars vacation 
memories in his brain. Block out the 
sight of those robot-driven Johnny 
Cabs and all the gratuitous, blood- 
splattering violence. If you can, dis- 
miss the image of that weird mutant 
chick with three breasts. 

Pretend it never happened. 

Then watch the 2012 version 
of “Total Recall,” which, like the 
original, is loosely based on the 


1966 Philip K. Dick story “We Can 
Remember It for You Wholesale.” 
Because while it may not be a fully 
realized take on Dick’s forward- 
thinking piece of work, it’s still a 
far better film than the Verhoeven 
version. Oh, and it also features a 
woman with three breasts. 

The movie’s opening initially 
suggests that this exercise might 
be nothing more than a “Recall” 
rehash. As Douglas Quaid, the role 
formerly occupied by Schwarzeneg- 
ger, Colin Farrell awakens from a 
dream in which he’s attempting 
to save a striking brunette Qessi- 
ca Biel) from some vague moment 
of doom. As he arises from the bed 
he shares with a wife who also hap- 
pens to be striking (Kate Beckin- 
sale), he is nagged by the sense that 
he should be doing something more 
important than commuting halfway

Recall” 2.0 begins to diverge. Quaid 
resides on planet Earth circa 2084, 
an environment that’s part “Blade 
Runner,” part “Minority Report” 
and entirely divided into two 
nations: the United Federation of 
Britain, ruled by the intimidating 
Cohaagen (Bryan Cranston), and 
the Colony, home of poor, dishev- 
eled masses like Quaid. Instead of 
seeking a mind trip to Mars, our 
protagonist just wants to be some- 
one else. That desire is what takes 
him to Rekall, a memory-adjust- 
ment business where Quaid discov- 
ers he is already more “extraordi- 
nary” than he thought. 

As Quaid, Farrell brings real- 
ism to a hyper-real situation, some- 
thing that eluded Schwarzenegger 
the first time around. 

Still, this “Recall” has more than 
its share of flaws — namely, its inabil- 
ity to engage on an intellectual level.

138 minutes) “The Amazing Spider-Man" 
has been billed as a reboot of the Spider- 
Man franchise. The not-so-great news 
is that by “reboot," the studio means 
taking audiences once again through 
every step of Peter’s transformation, 
including the fateful mutant spider bite, 
an equally pivotal incident involving his 
beloved uncle and those first wobbly 
forays discovering hissuperhuman pow- 
ers. The result is that, for its first hour, it 
subjects viewers to an origin story they 
may already know. Thankfully, things 
pick up considerably once Peter dons 
the famous skintight suit, first as an 
urban avenger on a personal mission, 
then doing battle with a supermonster 
called, appropriately, the Lizard, a.h. 
BRAVE (PG, 95 minutes) Declaring early 
in “Brave" that she will be nobody’s 
queen but her own, Merida, the flame- 
tressed Scottish princess at the heart 
of this she-ro’s quest, is completely on 
trend among a spate of revisionist fairy 
tales. After dispatching her suitors at an 
archery competition, Merida embarks 
on an adventure that pivots around the 
fractured relationship with her mom. As 
refreshing as it is to see family dynamics, 
ratherthan romance, definethefulcrum 
of the story, the tale that unfolds isn’t the 
most sophisticated of the Pixar canon. 
The conflicts, magic spells, chase se- 
quences and reconciliations feel strange- 
ly by-the-book for a studio so well known 
for throwing the book out entirely, a.h. 
THE DARK KNIGHT RISES (PG13,164 
minutes) Christopher Nolan has made a 
completely satisfying movie, onesteeped 
enough in self-contained mythology to 
reward hard-core fans while giving less 
invested viewers a rousing, adroitly ex- 
ecuted pieceof popcorn entertainment.

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by police commissioner Jim Gordon (Gary 
Oldman), who is attending a charity event 
on the groundsof Wayne Manor. “The Dark 
Knight Rises" ends on a self-important 
notethatwould be insufferable if Nolan 
and Bale hadn’t so clearly earned it. a.h. 
ICE AGE: CONTINENTAL DRIFT (PG, 87 
minutes) The fourth “Ice Age" freshens 
up the 10-year-old franchise by shunning 
easy pop-culture jokes and embracing 
its weird side. Previous “Ice Age" install- 
ments drew inspiration from our planet’s 
climate changes, and “Continental Drift" 
is no different. Here, fissures caused by 
volcanic fault lines separate franchise 
regulars Sid, Diego and Manny from the 
latter’sfamily— wife, Ellie, and teenage 
daughter.
